Mattéef of Fa@/. Tt’sa Grand Truth that ; 
Neceflity gave being, to Phyfick and Sur- — 
gery; and sah ih the only Way to _ 
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bring ’em to Perfection ; but it’s much to 
be lamented by them that are Well-With- 
 erstotthofe Arts, thatthe Perfons which are 
perhaps..capable of advancing themmoft, 
devote themfelves fo much to {peculative 
FiGions (the Effects ofteeming Brains) that 
fome have pretended with a.magifterial 
Air to diftate, even to experience it felf. 
In fuch a Cafe it wou’d be needlefs to go 
about to offer Arguments fufficient to dif- 
engage their Inclinations, time\ only 
mutt difcover to em their Error, when it 
makes ’em fenfible they have, tono) Pur- 
pofe, perfifted in the Purfute, of frivolous 
Niceties ; for in realliry, the Benefit of 
_ Mankind in general is deduced from praéti- 
~ cal Truths. ‘The Thoughts of this are fuf- 
ficient to infpire every generous Soul with 
‘an Ardent Defire of difcovering fomething 
that may be. of fo univerfal an Advantage : 
__ As for my own Part, I was not animated 
to concern my felfin the Undertaking I 
have engag’din, by a Profpe@ of gaining 
that Honour that is often liberally beftow’d 
onthole. that mint new Hypothefes, or make 
new Difcoveries ; my only Defign was to 
inform my felf, whether fome of. thofe 
Difcafes; which are generally reputed in- 
3 curable, are not actually in. themfelves cu- 
rable, and by this means to wipe off a 
_Reproach which has been caft on Nature, 
When in reality it proceeds only from our 
| ; | Own 
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own Weaknefs, andthe Infirmity of out 
Art. A diligent Application to thofé 
Diftempers which battle us moft, has been 
frequently recommended by very reputa- 
ble Authors, and fome of thofe who have 
obliged us with ‘the Hiftories of Difeafed 
Perfons, have very often mention’d confide- 
rable Cures, which have been happily per- 
form’d after the Patients have been lock’d 
upon by fome as incurable. Hippocrates tells 
us, Lib. 2 Aph, 5§2.Si Medico fecundum recans 
Rationem Facienti, Curatio nen flatim fuccedats 
non eft tamen mutanda Methodus, quamdix id 
tefiat quod a Principio vifum eft. lar fully 
perfuaded that moft Pradtiitionersin Surge- 
ry have at fome Time or other, by an in- 
duftrious Application,» been. fuccesfull 
where ‘Art could not warrant a Curé. As. 
to the Difeafe, I propofe to make the chief _ 
- Subject of this Letter, tho’ it be generally — 
_ branded with the Chara&er of Incurable, 
I muft freely own I never cou’d difcover 
any thing effential to it in general that 
fhow’d make it fo ; it’s true, there are ma- _ 
any Difeafes that are not to be cured, where 
certain Circumftances are conjoyn’d, 
_ which Very much contribute to the Mis- 
fortune ; tho’ Others of the fame Clas ex- 
 empt from chofe Adhzrents may, perhaps 
_ be happily enough cured: Thus for In- 
- ftance. In Cancers we have but littleReafon — 
#0 expect a G@ure ina Perfon that's old, if

the Cancer has been of many Years ftand2 
ing, and is firmly fix’d to the Ribs; bur if 
the Patient be not fo faradvane’din Years 
as to be uncapable of receiving the Benefit 
of Nature by the regular Difcharge of the 
Menfes, arid the Cancer be loofe §. notwith- 
ftanding, it be Ulcerated, over-fpread 
with fungous Flefh, difcharge a filthy 
Matter, and {mell very offenfively ; we do 
upon Experience affirm that fuch a Patient 
may be curd. We muft own we>cant 
not be of the Opinion of the Paracelfians, 
who affirm there is no Difeafe but what i¢ 
curable inany Patient, for the Reafon we 
have given ; norcan we, withthe Galenifts; 
agree that the Gouts, Dead-Palfie, Stone; Can- 
cer, &c. are Difeafes abfolutély incurable ; 
becaufe Experience difcovers the contrary. 
. We find that Mr. Boyle is of the fame Opi-. 
nion, and thinks it were no ill Pieee of 
Service to Mankind, if a fevere Colledi- 
on were made of the, Cures of fuch Per- 
fons as have been judged irrecoverable by 
the Doéors s that Men might no’ longer 
excufe their own Igtrorance by the Impo- 
tency of Natare, and bare the World in 
Hand, as ifthe Art of Phyfick, and their 
Skill, were of the fame Extent, Theré 
feemsto be one very effectual Way to ref- 
cue the medicinal Are fronrthe Afperfions 
of fome bold Perfons ; and that is that of a 
eertain Number of regular sae ore an 
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Phyfick and Surgery, each of them fhould ||

_ a kind of infinite Variety, do affi@ Man-

kind ; would, with their utmoft Vigour and 
Refolution, profecute the Knowledge of 


_ fome one Difeafe eminently above others ; 
‘they wou’d, moft certainly, find a parti- 
‘cular Providence attending and affifting 
‘them in fo good and honeft a Defign. He 
adds, a féw Pages farther, that wherever 
-a Man’s Thoughts are intent and fix’d, 


wherever his Genius does naturally incline, 
and all his Aims and Applicatfon do con- 
tinually tend, whether it be to pertinent or 
anfignificant Matters; whether it betoo.

with from Authors. The Caution, Hyp- 

pocrates has given us in his Thirty eighth 

/Aphor. Sect. 6. has {carce been omitted by. 
any one confiderable Perfon that has wrote 
of this Subject, tho’ perhaps the Sentence 

has often*had an Expofition put upon. it,: 

contraryto the Author’s meaning; but’ of 
this, mere in. its proper Place. . I proceed 

now to givean Idea of Cancers in the Breaft 
from anexternal Caufe ; and thisI fhalldo\ - 
without concerning my felf with the Opi- 

nion of the Antients.; for fincé we have 

been fo happy as to live in an, Age which. 

will be remarkable for the many furprifing 
Difcoveries which. have been made_in 

Anaomy: We fhouid be reckon’d unworthy 

the Advantages we enjoy, it we, did nop: 

ftudy toapply them to the Benefit of, 

B Mankind — 
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‘Mankind in general. The more inquifi- 
tive and learned Part ofthe World, are at 
this time very well affured that the Ani- 
mal Body is an exquifitely fram’d Machine, © 
and that its Compofure is little elfethan a 
Compages) of branching and winding 
Canals, which are ‘kept to a moderate 
Degree of Extention, by Fluids of differ- 
ent Natures; and that thé motions of 
thefe were firft derermin’d by the divine 
Architet: Thusin a natural State, the 
whole Fabrick is govern’d by certain 
Laws imprefs'd on the Fluids ; and we of- 
ten find the unhappy Confequences of the 
Difcompofure of a Part, to difcover them- 
felves fiurtt by an ‘Interruption of the 
Motion of the animal Juices. Thus ina 
Cancer of the Breaft, which proceeds from 
a Blow or Bruife (as upon ftridt Enquiry 
we have found they moft commonly do) 
isit not probable that by fuch means a 
Confufion of the true Order of the little 
Glandulous Grains and their excretory 
Dues may happen? and at the fame time 
- an_extravafated Lympha may lodge in fuch . 
afpungy Texture, which in time becom- 
- ing vilcid, will coalefs with the Glandu- 
Jar Subftance, and form a Maf confide- 
rably compact? Now -this being fo, it’s 
edifice to believe that as the Lympha- 
tic Juice continues its Motion till it ar- 
rives at the indurated Part, its ap ih

"This, Hypothefis is, in a great Meafure, 
grounded on Experiments; for if we

Vapour, andthe Remainder hardens not’ 
unlike the White of an Ege boil’d; this’ 


fhows it to have the, Properties of the 
Lympba ; For the Chymical! Amalyfis of that 


Liquor affures us ‘tis a Compofition of a 


great deal of fixt Sulphur, a little Volatéle, 
fome Phlegm, and much Volatile Alkalie; to 
which fome add a little Earth: Now 
while the Volatile Alkalie keeps the Sulpbur 
diffolv’d, the Lympba remains ina State of 
Fluidity ; bute when, by making the fame 
Experiment, the Volatile Alkalie is evapo- 
rated, the Remainder hardens, and forms 
a pretty, compact, whitifh Subftance. From 
hence the judicious SURGEON may 
eafily deduce the Reafon why thefe Sort 
of Tumors can never be brought to Sup- 
puration.

We were before fentible that it 
was poffible for one Body to operate on 
another determinate Body. without be- 
ing able to have any fuch Effect on innu- 
merable Others ; as Quich(ilwer will difloive 
Gold, Agqua-fortes Iron, Vinegar the Shell. 
ofan Egg, Oy! common Se ag Cre, 
which won’t have any fuch Effecé on fe-. 
veral other Bodies ; ‘for there’s nothing. 
more certain, than that the Operations of, 
Diolvents are fo determin’d by the various. 
- Textures of the Bodies on which they are - 
employ’d, that a Liquor thatis capable to. 
Corrode amore hard and folid Body, may, 
beunable to difunite the Parts of one more: 
foftand thin,ifofa Texture indifpos dtoad-, 
mitthe fmall Parts of the Adenfreum Jt may: 
be expected [fhould fay fomething in relati-. 
_ onto that which is generally look’duponto. 
- the grand Caufe of the Incurablenefs of Can- 
cers L mean the acid Humour inthe Blood. 
But ifthofe-Gentlemen who are fond of 
Ce ee be i 
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the Cancerous Subftance » diffolves, and, 
wes away according to our Method, 
the Sides willrun a digefted Matter, and 
heal by the Application of dry Lint only ; 
they willbe of my Opinion, that neither 
the Atrabile of the Ancients, the Cor- 
rofive Alkaliouws Salt of the  Chymifts, 
nor the predominant Acid of the Reft of. 
the Moderns, are capable of procuring 
thofe Alterations that Cancers arefometimes 
attended with. Ifwe trace the Writings 
of our Predeceffors to their earlieft Date, 
we fhall find that many of them have made 
Mention of the Roots of the Cancer, which 
they took to be the large blew Veins that 
are often extended onits Surface.; and-the. 
entire Removalof thefe they thought to be 
abfolutely neceflary, or the. Patient cou’d, 
not be cur’'d ; But I believe there is no Bo- 
dy at this Timethat confidersthe Mechanifim 
of the Parts in fuch.a Condition, but. will 
agree they are the neceflary, Confequents 
of it, andthat their Abfence, or Prefence is 
of no Importance ; chat the Cancer is fome- 
times attended, with Adhxrents, or Appen- 
dices, whichmay very well refemble Koots, 
weare aflureds but thefe generally. lay deep,

rable One that ever we faw was very near, 
pe. 3 | Five 
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Five Inches long, and of an unequal Big- 
~ nefs, fome Part of it did not exceed the

Thumb, which refembled fo many Knots 
in it, it divided in the Middle, and con- 
tinu’d feparated-about an Inch and a Half, 
and then re-united, ’twas of a more tender 
Subftance than the Body of the Cancerons .

We have before, fhow’d that Cancers have 
generally their Rife from a Blow orBruile, 
and that when the Body is in an healthful 
Condition, and the Blood and Lympha tem- 
perate and fweet: Now if there always 
isan Acidity of the Blood when Perfons 
are affiGted with Cancers, the Cancers muift 
fometimes caufe it, and not the Acid in 
‘the Blood the Cancers, as is the Opinion of 
moft of theModerns.What has been sek 
i eee fal 
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faid, is fufficient to prove that if Men will. 
be always fo fluggifh as to acquiefs in the 
_Di@ates and Dogmatical Pofitions of their 
Predeceffors, and not exert their Facul- 
ties in endeavouring to undeceive them- 
felves ; we muft no longer expect our Art 
will receive any Advancements, but as 
Slaves to their Opinions content our felves 
with what we know already. Were not Pa- 
vifavi, Riolan the Son, and Plempius, fo 
much in the Intreft of che Ancients,. that 
when our Country-man, the affiduous — 
‘Harvey had difcoverd the Circulation of 
the Blood, they not only oppofed his plain 
Demonttrations, but engag’d in vigorous 
Difputes againft him, tho’ at the laft they 
were obliged fhamefully to recane their 
Follies. Celfus tells us, Vix ulla perpe- 
tua Preecepta Ars Medicinalis recipit ; Scarce 
any of the Preceptsof the Medicinal Are 
are perpetual. And fhall we engage then in 
the Lift with a few opinionative Men, 
that ground their Courfe of Praéice 
on thofe’ Methods only, in which they 
have been brought up, and implicitly 
affent to the Conjectures of Others. No. 
certainly, this wou'd be to ftrangle Truth, 
and extinguifh the Vigour of our Wits 
with precarious Authorities. Confonant 
to this, Dr. ‘Paxtos, in his lately Pub- 
lith’d Treatife tells us, Thus Men, out of 
atrifiing Diftruft of their own Parts, will 
| t 


isfe them ; or out of Laxine[s of Temper, rill not 
employ them, chufing rather tobe wife or learw’d, 
by being adorn’d with Others Whimfies, than un- 
devgo any Labour, Fatigue, or Trouble, of being 
reaily fo. U>believe there are fome’ Men 
that would rather contradi@ their Senfes , 
than deny the Authority of a<darling O- ~ 
pinion: Of this, we have a fufficient Proof 
in an Inftance, related. by an’ Italian Au- 
thor, before-mention’d. He tells us, The 
a@ certain Publick Reader ling Time verfed and 
grown Old inthe Books. of Ariftotle being one 
Day prefent at «a Diffection, and clearly feeing 
that the Vena Cava takes its Rife from the 
Liver, confefs'd with Aftonifhment what his 
Senfes difcover'd to him, but that be ought not 
therefore, by crediting has Senfes; to contradict 
bis Mafter; who confantly affirms all the Veins 
in Man’s Body to have their Original from the 
Heart; becaujefaid he, it is much more eafy for 
ovr Senfes to be fometimesdeceiu'd, than the 
Great and Sovereign Ariftotle. . [I .heré feri- 
-oufly confefs, I have as: much. Veneration 
for Antiquity as any Perion. whatfoever ;- 
but it would be ridiculous, if, as One fays;, 
we fhou’d fo far forego.our own Judg- 
“ments, as always to follow the Foot-fteps 
of Others, andto be certain of nothing 
our felves: For this woud be to fee with 
others Eyes, to hear with others Ears, and 
to underftand with other. Men’s Intel-. 
leéts ; fo that whenever we make Quo- 
rations 
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tations from the Ancients to ftrengthenour | 
Opinions, - we. ought to doit judicioufly, 
and fully confider, whether their Notions 
of Things, are confonant to, the Experi- 
ence of thefe. Times. To prove to you, 
Sir, that I have not proceeded, to. apply, 
my felf to the, Cure of fo formidable. a 
Difeafe, without a Precedent, I fhall in- 
ftance to you that Fu/chins, alearned Italian 
Surgeon, had fuch a wonderful Reputatation 
forit formerly,that fomeAuthorsfay he was 
diftinguifh’d by a particular Title, which 
difcover’d his Succefs, His Method Ihave 
made ufe of, and tho’ by pafling thro’ |

Several Surgeons gave their Senti- 
ments of this Cafe; fome thought it to be 
an Hereditary Indifpofition, but confide- 
ting the Mother had no Appearance of a 
Cancer before, or at the Birth of the Child,
